A method for remot e incremental program v e rification includes r e c e iving cont e nt 
verifi e d by at least one content provid e r, installing th e content on a resourc e constrain e d 
devic e and issuing the resourc e constrain e d devic e to an end user. The content includ e s 
at least on e program unit and e ach program unit includ e s an Application Programming 
Interface (API) definition file and an implem e ntation. Each API definition file defines 
items in its associat e d program unit that ar e made acc e ssible to on e or more oth e r 
program units and e ach implementation includ e s e xecutabl e code corresponding to th e 
API d e finition file. The executable code includes typo specific instructions and data. 
According to on e aspect, subs e quent installation of content on th e resource constrain e d 
devic e is disabl e d. A resourc e constrain e d device includ e s a m e mory for providing 
content verified by at least one content provider and a virtual machine that is capable of 
executing instructions includ e d within th e content. Th e content includes at least one 
program unit and e ach program unit includes an Application Programming Interfac e 
(API) definition fil e and an implementation. Each API definition file defines items in its 
associat e d program unit that ar e mad e acc e ssible to on e or mor e other program units, 
each impl e mentation includes executable code corresponding to the API definition file, 
and e x e cutabl e cod e includ e s typo sp e cific instructions and data. 
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Remote incremental program verification may be achieved by receiving content 
verified by at least one content provider, installing the content on a resource-constrained 
device, disabling subsequent installation of content on the resource-constrained device, 
and issuing the resource-constrained device to an end user. The at least one content 
provider includes an applet provider, a device manufacturer, and a device issuer. The 
content includes at least one program unit, where each program unit comprises an 
Application Programming Interface (API) definition file and an implementation. Each 
API definition file defines items in its associated program unit that are made accessible to 
one or more other program units, and each implementation includes executable code 
corresponding to the API definition file. The executable code includes type specific 
instructions and data. 
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
